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Couple conned former 
mayor out of £50,000

A MARRIED couple 
have been jailed for 
stealing nearly 
£50,000 from a former 
mayor of Ely in an 
elaborate con. 

Claiming they were 
staging a concert by a 
world-famous gospel 
singer, Cecil Chipendo 
and his wife, Danai Ten¬ 
gende, forged cheques 
and supporting docu¬ 
ments to dupe credit 
transfer agency Easypay 
into clearing cheques for 
them, Cambridge Crown 
Court heard. 

The couple, born in 
Zimbabwe, were paid £48,960 
by the financial services 
company run by Ron Bradney, 
mayor of Ely in 2007/2008 and 
a respected businessman, after 
receiving cheques from supp¬ 
osed financial backers. 

But the cheques bounced 
and the backers were invented. 

By the time the fraud came 
to light, Chipendo had already 
spent the money on stays in 
luxury hotels, expensive hire 
cars and designer suits. 

Chipendo used stolen ident¬ 
ity information to convince 
the Littleport-based firm that 
he had financial backers for a 
spectacular gospel show at the 
Birmingham Symphony Hall, 
starring a gospel soul singer

called Dietrich Padham. 

He also faked emails from 
the Birmingham venue own¬ 
ers, Ticketmaster and mem¬ 
bers of the gospel singing 
community 

But the payments bounced 
and left Mr Bradney’s com¬ 
pany, which was handling the 
finances for the concert, 
shouldering the debt. 

When he was arrested 
Chipendo, 32, of Foxhollow, in 
Cambourne, eventually con¬ 
fessed his deception, as well as 
other attempts to steal another 
£50,000 from businesses in 
Darlington. 

Mr Bradney, a member of 


East Cambridgeshire District 
Council who set up his own 
chain of Atrium gyms, said: 
“He was a very creditable 
conman and we were taken in. 

“It pushed the business very 
close to the edge, but we put 
more money into it and it has 
survived. It has been a real 
struggle, though.” 

Chipendo pleaded guilty to 
six charges of fraud, including 
attempts to obtain £20,000 and 
£30,000 from two bed firms and 
three failed attempts to extract 
cash from private bank 
accounts using stolen identity 
information. 

Sentencing him to a total of 
30 months in prison, Judge 
Anthony Bate said: “This was a 
sophisticated and clever fraud 
on an unwitting business using 
identity information procured 
from some unknown source. 

“The charade of this supp¬ 
osed gospel singing concert at 
the Birmingham Symphony 
Hall was a complete 
invention.” 

Tengende, a former Nether- 
hall student, was jailed for a 
year after pleading guilty to 
one count of fraud. 

Judge Bate adjourned the 
case for a Proceeds of Crime 
Act hearing to reclaim the 
money as Chipendo, who 
served a five-month jail term in 
2004 for dishonesty, claimed he 
had $5 million in a Zim¬ 
babwean bank account. 

However, tight fiscal 
restrictions in place under the 
Robert Mugabe regime meant 
he could not access the cash. 

He claimed this situation 
drove him to commit the fraud 
to fund his business interests.

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Popular youth 
group leader, 
17, found dead 

TRIBUTES have been paid to a 
“passionate” teenager who died 
suddenly at the weekend. 

Jake Gillen, 17, was found hanging at 
his home in Gaul Road, March, on 
Saturday morning. 

He lived at the house with his 
grandfather, Bob Gillen, and leaves his 
mother, Catherine, who lives in Cavalry 
Park, March, and two younger sisters, 
Whitney and Shona. 

Jake was a dedicated youth leader at 
the town’s youth club, Young People 
March, where he helped support the 
club’s younger members. 

Managers of the youth club, Sarah 
Brown and Jayne Manders, said the 
centre will not be the same without 
him. 

Sarah said: “Jake was so popular and 
everyone looked up to him. 

“He was one of the most adorable, 
sensitive and passionate teenagers we 
have ever had at the centre and the 
place will not be the same without 
him.” 

More than 300 people have also left 
messages on a group set up in memory 
of him on the social networking website 
Facebook and the club is currently 
laden with floral tributes. 

A preliminary post mortem 
examination showed the cause of Jake’s 
death was suspensory asphyxia due to 
ligature. An inquest was opened and 
adjourned on Tuesday. 

An open evening is being held at the 
youth club on Friday from 7pm, for 
people to pay their respects.

Government blamed 
for council tax hike 


RESIDENTS in the Ely 
area face a council tax 
increase of almost 5 per 
cent this year 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC), which is 
responsible for services such as 
waste and recycling, planning 
and housing advice, says that 
despite making “stringent 
savings” it intends to increase 
council tax by 4.9 per cent. 

And Cambridgeshire County 
Council (CCC), which caters for 
services including education, 
transport and social care, is 
expected to raise it by 4.7 per 
cent this year. 

The combined increase will 
add around £52 to the annual bill 
for people living in an average 
house, a band D property, and 
the cost of services from town 
and parish councils and police

and fire services will be added 
on top. 

Council leaders say the hike is 
a result of an “appalling” 
Government grant this year - an 
increase of just 65p per person. 

Cllr Fred Brown, leader of 
ECDC, said: “Every year it 
becomes more difficult to set a 
budget which will pay for all the 
services we have to provide. 

“This was severely handi¬ 
capped by our Government 
grant settlement which was 
appalling - forcing us to make 
stringent budget savings as well 
as passing on some of the costs 
to residents. 

“With the recession now 
confirmed, the pressure is on us 
even more to provide high 


quality services which people 
have the right to expect with 
real value for money” 

The council tax increase may 
be considerable, but Cam¬ 
bridgeshire’s council tax bill 
will actually be one of the lowest 
in the country 

Cllr Brown added: “It should 
be remembered that the district 
council’s share of overall 
council tax is 10 per cent of the 
bill - a small portion compared 
with the police, fire and county 
council. 

“This leaves us with a 
relatively small budget but we 
are determined to give you the 
best possible services for the 
money which we get.” 

The council’s cabinet is 
expected to agree to put the 
proposed budget forward to full 
council when it meets on 
Tuesday February 24.

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Special hearing 
for assault case 


A MAN who knocked 
another man’s teeth out in a 
fight claimed he did it in 
self-defence. 

Jack Butler, 20, pleaded 
guilty at Ely Magistrates’ 
Court on Thursday to 
assaulting Mark Willcox in 
the city after a night out 
with friends. 

But differing statements 
from the pair saw the case 
adjourned for a special 
Newton Hearing in April. 

According to Willcox, he 
was eating a kebab with a 
friend in Broad Street car 
park at around 1.55am when 
Butler shouted “what are 
you looking at” to him. 

Butler is then said to have 
aggressively approached 
him, pushed him to the 
floor and repeatedly kicked 
and punched Willcox in the 
head and body. 


The incident left the 
victim with two broken 
teeth, extensive bruising, a 
black left eye and a sore jaw 

But Butler, of Saffron 
Close, Littleport, says he 
simply approached Willcox 
and another man he was 
with at the time, to ask if 
they had seen some of his 
friends. 

The 20 year old claims 
Willcox became aggressive 
with him, put down his 
kebab and swung at him. 

And although he pleaded 
guilty to punching him in 
self-defence, Butler denies 
ever pushing him to the 
floor and repeatedly 
punching and kicking him. 

The case has been ad¬ 
journed for more evidence 
to be heard at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court on April 
16.

Residents given 
speed cameras 


Community called up 
to police local roads

RESIDENTS in Ely 
will be equipped to 
crack down on 
speeding motorists 
by the end of next 
month. 

Concerned villagers 
have been flagging up the 
issue of speeding at local 
neighbourhood panel 
meetings throughout last 
year. 

Now residents in every 
town and village in the 
district are to be trained 
by police and given their 
own speed cameras in a 
bid to deter drivers from 
exceeding 30mph limits. 

The Speedwatch 
scheme is being rolled 
out across the region 
following a successful 
pioneering scheme in 
Soham last year. 

Volunteers have 
already been trained in 
many villages including 
Sutton, Wilburton and 
Witchford, and residents 
in Ely and Littleport will 
know how to use the 
cameras by the end of 
February 

District Cllr Pauline 
Wilson, chair of the West 
Area Neighbourhood 


Panel, said: “This 
scheme is designed to 
make everyone aware of 
the speeds we travel 
through villages. 

“It is vital for 
protecting the safety of 
our children and elderly 
people trying to cross the 
road. 

“Residents have been 
bringing the issue of 
speeding up month after 
month at our panel 
meetings so it certainly 
is a welcomed scheme.” 

Police will provide 
teams of volunteers with 
freestanding speed 
cameras which show 
how fast motorists are 
travelling on a visual 
display. 

Drivers caught exceed¬ 
ing the limit will then get 
a letter advising them 
that they were speeding. 

This will not be a 
formal warning or 
enforcement notice and 
volunteers will not be 
stopping drivers, just 
logging details. 

Data collected from the 
scheme is then shared 
with the police and 
county council, and can 
influence decisions on 


road management, such 
as signs, speed limits and 
traffic-calming meas¬ 
ures. 

Sector Inspector Alan 
Savill, who helped 
spearhead the scheme, 
said: “Speedwatch is a 
great way for the commu¬ 
nity to get involved in the 
policing of their roads. 

“It has been clear 
through the region’s 
neighbourhood panel 
meetings that speeding 
has been an issue and 
this is a way to try to 
help solve it. 

“The scheme will be in 
full flow across East 
Cambridgeshire by the 
end of February, putting 
us ahead of any other 
area in the county.” 

Residents in Ely and 
Littleport who are 
interested in getting 
involved in the scheme 
should attend a volunteer 
session on Saturday 
February 21. 

The sessions are being 
held at The Barn, on 
Main Street, Littleport, 
at 10am and at Ely Police 
Station, Egremont Street, 
Ely, at 1.30pm.

Arsonists strike

RUN-DOWN flats in Littleport have 
been struck by arsonists again.

Residents warned that lives were 
at risk and called on Sanctuary 
Hereward, the owner of the prop¬ 
erties, to increase safety measures 
before it is too late. 

Arsonists had set rubbish alight 
and piled it against doors in two 
separate incidents, as well as 
targeting two garden sheds which 
had to be put out. 

But another shed was set alight 
just after midnight on Thursday - 
the fifth time fire crews had to be 
called to the dilapidated buildings. 

A resident, who did not want to be 
named, said: “This is getting 
beyond a joke - people’s lives are at 
risk. 

“We spend every day wondering 
when the next blaze is going to 
happen and how serious it could 
be.” 

A spokeswoman for Sanctuary 
Hereward insisted the association 
is making “every effort” to prevent 
similar incidents from happening. 

She added: “We take anti-social 
behaviour very seriously and we 
understand the impact it can have 
on people’s lives.”

Masterplan should make Ely 
worthy of its historic heart 


Sir, Gillian Turberfield (Ely Weekly News 
Letters, January 22) asks why Ely needs 
a Masterplan for growth. 

As a newcomer she will not have 
witnessed the effect of all the 
opportunistic development, imposed on 
us by Government, that overwhelmed 
previous councils and which is surely 
evidence enough that Ely needs legal 
protection from further abuse. 

Hence the Masterplan idea - a 20-year 
strategy of managed growth that will be 
acceptable to Government and have the 
property speculators and land barons 
dancing to the council’s tune rather than 
the other way round: a plan that would 
make the rest of Ely worthy of its historic 
heart. 

The first draft Masterplan was composed 
in consultation with appropriate public 
bodies and interested parties more than 
a year ago. 

It was to be the blueprint for further 
public discussion before a final plan was 
ratified. However, political skulduggery 
resulted in that draft being scrapped and 


the process restarted with a blank sheet. 
Residents are now being asked to come 
up with their own vision of Ely’s future 
without the help of expert counsel. Quite 
a tall order really. 

I will not be greatly surprised if the 
Masterplan Working Party, when it finally 
reports back, will tell us that people want 
to protect Ely’s historic centre, that they 
would like quality local employment, 
better shops, much improved sport and 
leisure facilities, more cycleways and 
footpaths and something done about the 
Market Place. 

Most people are supportive of the 
Country Park idea and I have heard few 
dissenters to the notion that more could 
be made of the riverside. 

Does anyone really want the station area 
preserved the way it is? Wouldn’t small 
businesses and apartments do very well 
down there, close to the railway with 
easy access to London and other major 
cities? Trains can bring business in, they 
need not always take it away. 

Why shouldn’t our beautiful city centre 


merit bypasses to protect it from the 
heavy lorries that pollute and damage 
historic buildings? 

Imagine a traffic-free railway crossing 
with access only for pedestrians and 
cyclists down to the riverside. 

The Country Park and Sports Village are 
do-able now, but the improved retail and 
quality employment comes with one 
condition - Ely’s population needs to 
expand just a bit more to attract the sort 
of businesses that could make us an 
effective community again rather than the 
dormitory for London and Cambridge 
that we are becoming. 

The Cathedral was not built by men who 
were afraid of reaching for the stars, so 
why should we be? There is a bright 
future out there for younger generations 
and it is time to choose. Are we to leave 
a legacy of stagnation and decay, or will 
we give Ely the self-sufficiency and 
prosperous future that it deserves?

Drink-driver was 
twice legal limit 

A DRINK-DRIVER, who gave his 
friends a lift to Cambridge while more 
than twice over the legal limit, has 
been banned. 

Jamie Linney, 22, repeatedly told 
police he had been “so stupid” when 
he was caught in his silver Vauxhall 
Astra on January 9. 

Linney, of Beresford Road, Ely was 
driving his friends for a night out in 
Cambridge after he had already drunk 
two and a half pints of beer in Ely

his breath, gave him a roadside breath 
test. 

At Ely Magistrates’ Court on 
Thursday the bench heard that Linney 
had 77 micrograms of alcohol in 100 
millilitres of breath when tested - 
with the legal limit being 35 
micrograms. 

Presiding magistrate, Kathy 
Bradney, handed him a 20-month 
disqualification, with the option of 
taking part in an alcohol rehabil¬ 
itation course to reduce the ban. 

Linney was also ordered to pay a 
£100 fine, costs of £43 and a £15 victim 
surcharge.

Parking menace 
‘puts lives at risk’ 


MOTORISTS “danger¬ 
ously” parking their cars 
and “clogging up” a busy 
road in Littleport are 
putting people’s lives at 
risk. 

That is the message from 
concerned business chiefs on 
Lynn Road who are calling on 
the county council to take 
action. 

They say that for months, 
commuters and shoppers have 
been parking their vehicles in 
every available space along the 
route, forcing drivers to “brake 
and swerve” their way around 
parked cars. 

Jason Miller, managing 
director of transport hire firm 
Mil-Ken Travel, said the park¬ 
ing situation is an “accident 
waiting to happen”. 

He said: “My office looks out 
onto the road and quite 
honestly, it is scary. 

“There have been quite a few 
close calls where drivers have

had to brake and swerve their 
way to a halt to prevent a 
crash. 

“People are parking their 
cars wherever there are no 
double yellow lines and it is 
clogging up the road. 

“On top of this, we cannot 
even turn right outside of our 
yard as there is never enough 
room - we have to go the long 
way around via the bypass. 

“Something needs to be 
done.” 

Building firm Buckingham 
and Sparrow, also on Lynn 
Road, are also calling for 
action. 

A spokeswoman said: 
“People are parking all the way 
along the road and it will not 
be long before a fatality 
happens. 

“We have regular deliveries 
and they have become a real 


struggle as there is no room to 
turn. 

“I do not know what the 
solution is but it needs sorting 
before it is too late.” 

The companies have contact¬ 
ed Littleport Parish Council 
and discussions are now taking 
place with Cambridgeshire 
County Council about possible 
solutions, among them daytime 
parking restrictions and more 
yellow lines. 

Lynda Clark-Jones, parish 
council clerk, said: “It is clear 
that this is a problem and that 
some yellow lines along the 
road are not enough. 

“We are not sure whether it 
is because there is a lack of car 
parking space or that people 
just do not want to pay the £2 
parking fee in the train station 
car park but we do need to sort 
this. 

“The parish council and the 
county council are in 
discussions and hopefully 
there will be a solution to this.”

TWO cafe managers swapped 
their work aprons for reflective 
gear in memory of teenager 
Sarah Oldham who died a 
fortnight ago. 

Ash Miller and Nick MacKenzie, 
of Costa Coffee in Ely, did a 
sponsored bike ride from the 
shop, on Market Street, to the 17 
year old’s home in The Row, 
Sutton on Tuesday. 

The 12-mile-round trip raised 
more than £750 for the 
Neurological Critical Care unit at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital, which 
is where Sarah died following a 
tragic car accident. 

Sarah, who worked part time at 
the cafe while studying for her 
AS levels at the City of Ely 
Community College, was on her 
way home from work on 
Monday, January 12, when the 
car she was travelling in hit an 
electricity pylon on the A142 
near Mepal. 

The 17-year-old driver of the 
green Citroen Saxo was able to 
get out of the car and has since 
been released from hospital. 

But Sarah suffered head and 
internal injuries and had to be cut 
free by fire crews before being 
taken to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital, where she later died 
with her family at her bedside. 
Her death has left her parents, 
Mike and Sue, and her older 
brother, Matthew devastated. 

The family, who paid tribute to 
their “beautiful and bubbly” 
daughter in the Weekly News, 
praised the hospital for trying to 
save Sarah and urged people to 
make a donation to the unit in

Shoe shops face 
uncertain future 


MORE jobs have 
been put at risk as 
administrators were 
appointed to shoe 
chains PriceLess 
and Barratts. 

PriceLess has shops in 
the High Street in both 
Ely and St Neots while 
Barratts has a branch in 
The Grafton centre in 
Cambridge. 

The parent company, 
Bradford-based Stylo, is 
not in administration 
although its shares were 
suspended on Monday 

Stylo operates 400 high 
street shoe stores in the 
UK under the Barratts 
and PriceLess brands, 
employing 5,450 staff in 
total. 

Administrators from 
Deloitte said the stores 
remained open and 
continued to trade. 

Shoe shops Stead & 
Simpson, Dolcis and 
Faith have already fallen 
into administration in 
the worsening trading 
environment. Last 
February, Stylo took on 
parts of the Dolcis 
business, acquiring the 
brand and stock, as well

as 24 stores and a number 
of concessions. 

Daniel Butters, a 
partner at Deloitte, said: 
“Stylo has faced a 
downturn in trading as a 
result of the current 
difficult economic and 
market conditions.” 

The administrators 
hope creditors of 
PriceLess and Barratts 
will agree to place the 
businesses into a com¬ 
pany voluntary arrange¬ 
ment (CVA) - a deal 
regarding the payment of 
their debts. 

Deloitte said this would 
mean creditors and 
landlords would 

effectively be given a 
chance to vote on the 
future of the shoe chains. 

Under the CVA, 
creditors and landlords 
vary their terms of trade 
in order to give Barratts 
and PriceLess the 
necessary breathing 
space. 

Mr Butters said: “We 
are seeking to enable the 


rescue of Barratts and 
PriceLess, while giving 
creditors and landlords 
certainty over their own 
positions. 

“If creditors accept the 
proposals, the admini¬ 
stration would cease after 
a 28-day cooling-off 
period, and the com¬ 
panies would continue to 
trade under the CVAs, 
which would remain in 
place for two years. In the 
meantime, the stores will 
continue to trade as 
normal.” 

Stylo requested that 
trading in its AIM-listed 
shares be suspended 
pending clarification of 
its strategic options. 

In 2008 the group 
posted a pre-tax loss of 
£12.5 million for the year 
to February 2, a 
deterioration on the £7.1 
million for the previous 
year. 

Chairman Michael Ziff 
cited a host of issues 
responsible for the “dis¬ 
appointing” figures, 
including higher rents, 
business rates, energy 
costs and interest rates, 
as well as the economic 
slowdown.

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Council’s finance wizard of Oz 


A COUNCIL official has given 
his first public address to mem¬ 
bers from 10,000 miles away - in 
Australia. 

Mat Taylor has been advising 
Fenland District Council as its 
executive director and chief 
finance officer in weekly 
finance meetings held in the 
council chamber since autumn.

Twist in track may 
have caused crash 


A TRAIN crash at Ely 
which left 11 wagons 
dangling precariously 
over a bridge could have 
been caused by a twisted 
railway track. 

The railway line between 
Ely and Bury St Edmunds was 
out of commission for six 
months after an EWS freight 
train derailed between Ely 
Dock Junction and Soham on 
June 22 2007. 

The crash, which left the 
wagons dangling over the 
bridge for more than a month, 
cost more than £500,000 to 
clean up and forced thousands 
of commuters across the 
region to use replacement bus 
and shuttle services. 

Now, more than 18 months 
later, an in-depth report into 
the crash has been released by

the Rail Accident Investigation 
Branch (RAIB). 

The report states the 
immediate cause of the 
incident was “the right hand 
leading wheel flange of the 
wagon running over a rail 
head in the vicinity of the 
bridge crossing”. 

It continues: “Due to the 
suspension locking up, the 
guiding forces from this flange 
were insufficient to keep the 
wagon on the track as it 
rounded the curve.” 

The derailed wagons not 
only damaged the bridge, but 
contaminated the river with 
oil. 

But the investigations also 
show causal factors included a 


frictional lock-up of the right 
side’s leading suspension and 
a 20mm twist in the frame of 
the wagon which derailed. 

There was also a twist in the 
track immediately before the 
point of derailment, the report 
said. 

An RAIB spokesman said: 
“The sole purpose of our 
investigation is to prevent 
future accidents and to im¬ 
prove railway safety. 

“Everything detailed in the 
report is a result of in-depth 
analysis over a lengthy period 
of time. 

“RAIB does not establish 
blame, liability, carry out 
prosecutions or calculate the 
cost of an accident.” 

A temporary 1.3 km road 
had to be built across 
marshland from the A142 to 
allow a crane to lift the 
derailed wagons off the bridge. 


Nurses find missing kitten 


A PEDIGREE kitten which 
vanished on Christmas Day has 
been found at The Princess of 
Wales Hospital. 

The Carnie family, of Lynn 
Road, Chettisham, were left 
distraught when their much¬ 
loved Persian kitten 
disappeared and warned other 
cat-owners in the area after 
suspecting that moggie, Alice, 
pictured left, had been stolen. 
But eagle-eyed nurses at the 
hospital, on Lynn Road, Ely, 
spotted the nine-month-old 
kitten in the car park last week 
and called the family after 


seeing the story in the Weekly 
News. 

Emma Carnie, mum of two, 
said: “We are over the moon to 
have Alice back with us - she 
has settled straight back into 
her routine although she is very 
thin. 

“We definitely think she was 
taken - she only ever went 
outside in our secure back 
garden and I think someone 
saw her and took her. 

“Pet owners must be alert and I 
am never letting Alice out of my 
sight again.”

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Trust in crime figures, 
police reassure public 


C RIME is down by 
3 per cent overall, 
the Home Office 
announced last week. 

But after the astonishing 
attack by Sir Michael Scholar, 
the UK’s national statistics 
boss, on the Government’s use 
of “premature, irregular and 
selective” knife crime figures, 
many will view the headline¬ 
grabbing figures with a healthy 
degree of scepticism. 

Do we trust last week’s 219- 
page report into crime and 
disorder, the assurances about 


falling crime by 
Cambridgeshire Chief 
Constable Julie Spence or our 
own personal experience in 
and around the county? 

A fresh row was brewing 
after it emerged the 
Government had asked 
18 police forces, including 
Cambridgeshire, Essex and 
Hertfordshire, to review their 
most serious violent crime 
offences. 

It follows claims in October 
that police forces were “under¬ 
counting” serious violent 
crimes by downgrading the

offences regardless of intent. 
Once the errors in miscounting 
were corrected, it saw serious 
crime jump by 22 per cent. 

Dr Vincenzo Scalia, senior 
lecturer in criminology at Anglia 
Ruskin University, said it was 
very easy for police forces to 
reclassify serious crime to 
show a fall in violent offences. 

He said: “What constitutes a 
violent offence can be very 
subjective. For instance, if a 
thief pushes a shopkeeper in 
the chest, that can easily 
become a robbery, rather than 
a theft. It’s not usual for police 
to reclassify crimes to fit their 
priorities and targets. 

“However, it can’t be pushed 
too far. If there is a moral panic 
about rising crime and figures 
do not show this, the statistics 
lose credibility. 

“But if crime is low and 


people are not scared of 
walking the streets, the 
community will accept these 
lower crime figures. It’s a matter 
of negotiation between the 
public and police as to what 
they can accept.” 

But Nick Clarke, from 
Cambridgeshire Police 
Authority, defended the force’s 
reputation, saying the 
miscounting had been entirely 
unintentional. He said: “This is 
a technical difference in 
categorising crime. For 
instance, if someone lunged at 
someone at a bar with a glass 
and missed that should be 
categorised as a ‘serious crime’ 
because of the intent, even 
though no-one was hurt. 

“The police have been 
ticking the wrong box, but are 
now going back and rigorously 
ticking the right ones. The 



numbers will be recounted, but 
they are not huge and certainly 
not in the hundreds.” 

A police spokeswoman 
insisted there had been no 
manipulation of crime figures. 

She said: “All violent crime 
has been recorded in 
Cambridgeshire, but revised 
guidelines clarifying how the 
figures are recorded, issued by 
the Home Office in April, have 
led to issues in relation to the 
interpretation of the violent 
crime categories. 

“The way crimes are 
categorised can depend, for 
example, on the type of injury 
resulting from an assault, and 
whether the attacker intended 
to seriously harm the victim. 

“For instance, an attack in a 
bar with a bottle or glass may 


not be regarded as being ‘with 
intent’ unless the bottle or glass 
are first deliberately broken. It is 
the need to include this kind of 
detail which can lead to certain 
crimes being recorded under 
the wrong category. 

“Widespread media reports 
have suggested violent crime is 
being under-recorded in 
Cambridgeshire and elsewhere, 
the suggestion being that crime 
figures have deliberately been 
manipulated to show a decline 
in violent crime. This is not the 
case.” 

An Essex police spokesman 
said: “Essex police is correctly 
recording violent crime.” 

Bedfordshire and 
Hertfordshire have also been 
asked to review their 
information procedures.

Cambridge MP David 
Howarth and Jim Paice, 
who represents South 
East Cambridgeshire, 
have met representatives 
of the train company, 
which has raised the cost 
of a single ticket from 
Cambridge to King’s 
Cross by 6 per cent and 
an off-peak day return 
fare from Ely to London 
by 11.5 per cent. 

Mr Howarth said: 
“These fare increases are 
totally unacceptable. 
Commuters should not 
be facing extra costs just 
to get to work when they 
are already financially

challenged in this diffi¬ 
cult economic climate. 
This amounts to nothing 
less than a pay cut.” 

However, he blamed 
the fare increase on the 
Government, which sets 
the cap for “regulated 
fares” such as season 
tickets and peak day 
tickets at one per cent 
above the Retail Prices 
Index, which, when fares 
were set, was 5 per cent. 

Other tickets are not 
subject to a cap and price 
rises can be set as opera¬ 
tors see fit. 

Mr Howarth said: 
“The Government has 
tied the hands of the rail 
operators over price 
rises, but the companies 


could have done more to 
cushion the blow for 
commuters. 

“Commuters are being 
penalised because they 
have no option but to 
take the train to work.” 

Mr Paice said Elaine 
Holt, First Capital 
Connect’s managing 
director, called for the 
Government to reduce 
the size of the franchise 
premiums train opera¬ 
tors must pay to give 
them the flexibility to 
lower or freeze fares and 
still maintain financial 
viability. 

He said: “It is a huge 
extra cost especially 
when many of the trains 
are overfull.”

‘Court house must 
not crumble away’ 


A COURTHOUSE ear¬ 
marked for closure cannot 
be left to “crumble”, con¬ 
cerned councillors have 
warned. 

The Weekly News revealed last 
week that Ely Magistrates’ 
Court will be shut down 
temporarily this spring. 

From April 1, all court cases 
currently heard at the centuries- 
old building will be dealt with at 
Cambridge Magistrates’ Court 
instead. 

The number of cases being 
heard at the Ely courthouse has 
declined and it is already only 
operating at a quarter of its 
capacity. 

The closure is being kept 
under review and employees at 
the courthouse still do not know 
whether their jobs will be lost in 
the transfer to Cambridge. 

The decision to permanently 
shut its doors can only be taken 
by Government ministers.

But councillors say discuss¬ 
ions need to take place to 
safeguard the courthouse’s 
future, before any permanent 
decision is made. 

The Mayor of Ely, Cllr Sheila 
Friend-Smith, said: “The City of 
Ely Council and East 
Cambridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil need to come together as soon 
as possible to talk about this 
decision. 

“To close the courthouse is 
such a disappointment and we 
cannot watch it crumble in front 
of us. 

“I think the idea of having it 
as a multi-purpose building for 
the community is a strong idea - 
whether it could house a 
number of charity or volunteer 
groups, or maybe the museum 
could extend there. 

“There are limitations, such 


as cost and listed building 
restrictions but this beautiful 
building needs to stay that way 
for all to enjoy.” 

District Cllr Peter Moakes, 
chairman of the council’s 
strategic development commit¬ 
tee, said: “When the Ely Master- 
plan starts to look seriously at 
the city centre structure, the 
courthouse will be one of the 
key buildings we will be address¬ 
ing - it cannot go to waste.” 

City Cllr Philip Eden, 
chairman of the City of Ely 
Perspective, which aims to 
improve and develop the city for 
the benefit of others, agreed. 

He said: “The courthouse is an 
important landmark in Ely and 
it cannot sink into a state of 
disrepair if a permanent 
decision is made. 

“There needs to be some sort 
of debate as to what the future 
for the building could be, as I 
believe there are many options 
out there.”

Motorsnow^ 
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Scirocco taps 



If I’m 

brutally honest, 
I was a wee bit 
disappointed 
when I first saw 
it.

AH, remember the Scirocco? 

All shapely lines and sporty 
styling, Volkswagen’s cult coupe 
justifiably caused a stir when it 
was launched in 1974 - and by the 
time I was learning to drive in the 
late 80s, its sassy Mark II was 
causing quite a stir with me too, 
writes Emma Higginbotham. 

I had fantasies about screeching 
along in a graphite grey number, 
elbow sticking out of the window, 
Jason Donovan at my side . . . 
Sadly, as with most fantasies, it 
never came true. I could only 
afford a battered Ford Escort, and 
Jason Donovan’s only appearance 
was in my cassette player rather 
than on the passenger seat. But 
even now when I see a vintage 
Scirocco zooming around, I come 
over all warm and fuzzy. 


VW stopped making the model in 
1993, but as of September last year, 
the Scirocco is back with a bang. 
Based on the Golf GTi’s platform 
and engine - but wider, longer and 
almost 10 centimetres lower - the 
Mark III is being promoted as a 
practical sports car. And true 
enough, unlike its compact rivals it 
has four full seats and a decent-size 
boot. But looks-wise I’m not so 
sure. 


G-force thrills 


it’s a bit, well, squat - more 
hatchback than coupe, and hardly 
reminiscent of its sporty 
predecessors. VW says its 
designers moved away from a 
traditional coupe-style sloping roof 
to allow more room for passengers 
in the back, but for my money 
they’ve sacrificed a smidgen of 
style - a feeling echoed by my 
boyfriend who, on seeing it for the 
first time, furrowed his brow and 
said: “Is that it?” 

But, once I’d sunk into the 
ridiculously-comfortable sculpted 
sports seat and pumped that 
accelerator, all was forgiven. It 
could’ve grown the back end of a 
Fiat Multipla and I wouldn’t have 
cared. 

Because put your foot down and, 
when your lips have stopped 
flapping with the G-force, they’ll 
settle into a big grin. This is one 
very fast car. Thanks to its 2.0-litre 
TSI engine, the new Scirocco will 
accelerate to 62mph in 7.2 seconds, 
and for the owner of a rather 
sluggish Mini One, that’s 
practically supersonic. 

It’s not all about the speed either. 
Inside, the Scirocco is nothing 
short of sumptuous. Electronic 
climate control means perfect 
interior temperature every time, 
its 12-way electrically-adjustable 
driver’s seat renders the phrase: 


“Ooh, me achin’ back” a thing of 
the past; and touch-screen satnav 
and audio controls only add to its 
deluxe appeal. It feels surprisingly 
spacious too, particularly as my 
model had a glorious panoramic 
sunroof (even though, given the 
bitter January weather, I didn’t 
actually open it). 

But for all the joys of driving it 
- and simply sitting in it - parking 
was a problem. Not because I’m 
female (I pride myself on my 
parking, I’ll have you know) but 
because the visibility is genuinely 
poor. The rear windscreen is little 
more than a sliver, and the large 
(non-detachable) headrests on the 
back seats don’t help. Add to that 
the infernal beeping of the 
parking sensors, and it made for 
some very sweaty, sweary 
manoeuvres. 

But do you know what? It just 
doesn’t matter. The new Scirocco 
may be a pain to park, but it’s an 
absolute pleasure to drive. Every 
time I climbed in, I was 
pathetically excited about the 
journey ahead, and given that my 
trips generally end at the office or 
at Tesco, that’s saying something. 

Basically

Crackdown on 
uninsured cars 


TOUGH new powers to 
tackle the selfish minority 
of uninsured drivers who 
cost law-abiding motorists 
£400 million each year 
were set out by Road 
Safety Minister Jim 
Fitzpatrick last week. 

The new measures will 
make it an offence to keep 
an uninsured vehicle - 
rather than just to drive 
when uninsured - making it 
easier to catch uninsured 
drivers and keep them off 
the roads. 

Mr Fitzpatrick said: “The 
selfish minority of drivers 
who refuse to insure their 
cars push up premiums for 
other motorists and kill or 


injure thousands of people 
each year. 

“Increased police powers 
already mean more than 400 
uninsured vehicles are 
seized every day but these 
tough new measures will 
leave uninsured drivers 
with nowhere to hide.” 

Under the new system: 
the DVLA will work in 
partnership with the 
insurance industry to 
identify uninsured vehicles. 

If the keeper fails to 
insure the vehicle they will 
be given a £100 fine. If it 
remains uninsured 
regardless of whether the 
fine is paid - it could then 
be seized and destroyed.

GIVE YOUR CAR A WINTER WORKOUT WITH THE RMIF 


The onset of winter can be bad news for motorists. Little light, bad weather and worse roads 
conspire to make driving tiring, unpleasant, and sometimes even dangerous. 

Every journey is an opportunity to prevent the worst from happening, and there is a great 
deal of preventative action that you can undertake yourself. 

Before setting off: 

make sure that the car has enough fuel 

let someone know your intended movements 

listen to traffic news and weather forecasts, and wear warm clothing. 

Naturally, the need for seasonal preparation also extends to the various systems that run the 
car, so make sure that the anti-freeze in the car is fresh. Insufficient or ‘old’ anti-freeze can 
cause hose, water pump or other major units to fail leading to overheating. Anti-freeze should 
be changed every two years due to the deterioration of the corrosion inhibitors, or according 
to manufacturer recommendations. 

Other things to do include: 

make sure the battery is in good condition 

on cold mornings use a de-icer on windows, or a scraper - NEVER hot water 
check that the screen wash is not clogged and that the bottle is topped up for use, and 


make sure that an additive is used to stop it freezing 

check windscreen wipers for wear and replace them if necessary 

make sure that all heaters and ventilation systems are working so that misting is minimised 

give all external lights and mirrors a thorough clean 

headlamps should be correctly aligned 

the tread depth should be at least 1.6mm across the central three-quarters of the breadth of 
the tread and around the entire circumference, and there should be no cuts or cracks 
spray damp inhibitor into the door locks to prevent seizing up. 

Once the car is ready for winter, you should make sure it is carrying emergency equipment so 
that, if the worst happens, you are ready too. 

Useful supplies could include: torch, spare batteries and bulbs, screen scraper / de-icer, 
jump leads, warning triangle, first-aid kit, ‘hands free’ mobile phone / phone card / cash, 
blankets and warm jacket / robust shoes (in case of breakdown), shovel (to clear snow if 
necessary), fire extinguisher, rope (for towing if necessary), road atlas, maps etc. 

Essentially, safety in the winter comes down to four things: 1 Check your car. 2. Be prepared 
for anything. 3. Be cautious. 4. Monitor your speed. 


If you try to follow these rules you should find yourself on the road to safe winter driving.To 
make sure your car is ready for the road in the first place, book your car in for a service. 
Careful preparation by the motorist can only go so far. 

To find a reliable garage, motorists should look to the RMIE 
A member will be able to advise you on the type of service you need, and will be able to 
point out potential problem areas before they arise, or become serious. In fact, whether you 
want to buy or sell a new or used car or motorcycle, service or repair your existing vehicle, 
find an auction house, or a cherished number plate dealer, the RMIF will be able to help you. 
If you have a complaint against an RMIF member garage, the RMIF’s National Conciliation 
Service should be able to help you get redress, if the problem cannot be solved in direct 
consultation with that member.

(i) A14 westbound carriageway between its 
junctions with the exit and entry slip roads at the 
A14/C659Higham Interchange (J40), diverting 
vehicles via the exit and entry slip roads, and 

(ii) laybys adjacent to the lengths of A14 westbound 
carriageway described at (a)(i) and (ii) above for 
24 hours daily during the works period. 

The temporary mandatory speed limit and (which will 
not apply to emergency service vehicles), closures and 
overtaking ban (which will not apply to emergency 
service, traffic officer, works or winter maintenance 
vehicles) and diversion route will be clearly indicated 
by traffic signs.
